Saving in Soap .

Sﬂ»\]" iI= such n amall item,
representing only a fow cant,
that It hardly seems possible that the leak-
ago on this Item alone would run into many
dollars during the in the nveruge
househdld. Here s a list of common wasktes
of soap. Do they eéeur in your household?
First—Leaving n-,,.u- of soup in the bot-
tom of a dishpan or soruob bucket while
using these utenalls. Thin dosa not soften
the water any more than it neada, and the
sama #Tert can be obtained by beating the
sonp In the soap-shaker half a dozen timen,
and then laying it away, Permitting a bar
of soap to remain In the water not only
wantes that much soap, but it softens the

soap so much that it can be used only n
short time thersafier

Second—Buying soap In small quantities
—Atwo of three oakes at & time. Hoap taken
up lttle room, amnd, ns It is regulnrly ussd
every day, It pays to buy two or three
dozen caken At & time and keap them stored
in n cool place. You are surs to save A
fow centa on such purchasing and tha
total saving will mount up astonishingly.

Third—Paying for soap according to sisa,
not welght. It Is eany Lo judge which soap
is the best value, and for ordinary house-
hold purposes the hest is & cake of small
plge—ao that It can be held in the hand
conveniently—but fairly heavy, Ths heav.
ler the ealke the longer It will Ingt

Fourth—Uning scented soapa Boented
and oolored soaps are genarally more ex-
pansive and usually they have litlle value
Tar svap Is the possible exception, as ita
oolor and scent are natural and not harmes
ful. Orean soap. too, eapediaily in llguid
fornk, is desirable for the bathroom, as it
In antiseptic, and should be used fregquently
for the hands,

Fifth—Using one kind of soap, or ponsl-
bly two kindm, for all household purpones.
AS thers are so many uses in the housshaid
for sonp, and as these uses differ widely,
It ls oasy to smeo where there In waste |f
only one or two kinds of moap are used.
For example, soma scaps belng imprognated
with turpentine or naphtha, are highly do.
pirable for the cleansing of clothes But,
naturally. they cost more than ordinary
soAp, and therefore should not he used ex-
capt for their one speclal purpose. Buch
sohps should never be uséd on the skin,
